caused 
his 
death. 
Bomo spec- 


ulation has boon caused as to tho neces- 
sity ol holding an inquest, which certain- 
ly should bo done. A post mortem ex- 
amination, would evidently bo superl'u- 
ons as Dr. Whiting has already establish-

that death was caused 


from congestion of the lungs, yet under 
the circumstances, when that congestion 
was produced by tho drenching lie receiv- 
ed, an inquest into tho original causo of 
death is imperative, and i£ criminality 
exists, it should bo censured.

Dr. Whiting, who attended Stark, was 


also interviewed, and it will" bo seen that 
tho deceased remained in his cell nearly 
all day Sunday, and Sunday night, iu his 
wet clothes, unable to walk, before a 
physician was called. 


" Doctor, what timo 
were you first 


called to see this man V" was asked. 


" Sometime about 8 or '.) o'clock Muu 


day morning," 


" Was ho very sick than ?" 
"' Yes, but I did not think he would die 


so soon." 


" Doctor, would the drenching ho re- 


ceived cause congestion ?" 


" Very possibly. I told you yesterday 


that I thought ho had caught cold. Sun- 
day and Sunday night were very warm, 
however, and u man would not easily 
catch, cold in that weather." 
"1C ho wore in such a condition that he 
could not take 
the 
necessary 
exer- 


ci.so to 
produoc 
a 
circulation 
of 


tho blood, would the warmth of the 
weather still counteract suoh influences? 


"Possibly not." 
"If ho were drunk, how would the 


drenching effect him?" 


"If the man were drunk, and the organs 


in the depressed condition [consequent 
upon intoxication, the water would cer- 
tainly have a very deleterious effect." 


"Doctor do yon think tho authorities 


acted right in hurrying tho man to burial 
without making any inquiries about 
him?" 


Well, 1 do not think much prudence 


was exhibited. The body was iu a very 
bad condition, and I advised the atteucl- 
auts at the jail to place it iu a coffin tho 
night he died, and speedy iutcrmout was 
advisable. Nothing more than is now 
known—could be revealed by an autop- 
sy." 
The Doctor stated that the man 


looked as if ho had been on a protracted 
debauch, and even said something about 
having drank beer. 


Tho city authorities will investigate the 


matter, and it remains Cor the [county of- 
ficials to make somo attempt to discover 
tho relatives of the deceased, if he hud 
any. Tho man told i.Mr. Autone Beh- 
reudt that ho had a brother in Milwau- 
kee, to whose care ho had couttdad 8700, 
and humanity would suggest that this 
brother be informed oC tho death of his 
relative. 


The law m relation to inquests contains 


this passage:
